A sales tax applies to everyone, 
regardless of income.

Hospital insurance premiums also 
are supposed to be paid by every- 
body, the Government having re- 
treated hurriedly from its original 
policy and made the _ insurance 
scheme compulsory. But it is certaii, 
and the Government has admitted 
this obvious fact, that the very poor 
cannot and will not pay insurance 
premiums, though some definite and 
fair method of exemption has yet to 
be worked out.

B.C. Course on 
Drink Reform 


‘Slow, Steady’ 


The provincia] government is 
adopting a “slow and steady” 
attitude towards institution of 
BC.'’s new drinks-by-the-glass 
system which was enacted at 
the September session the 
Legislature 

Attorney-General Robert Bon- 
ner has taken a rough draft of 
the Liquor Act regulations 
with him to Ottawa and New 
York. He intends to study 
them on the way. 

The regulations have not 
been studied by the cabinet yet, 
but will be about the middle of 
January. Until the regulations 
are approved by the cabinet. 
licensing areas cannot be an- 
nounced and applications for 
liquor licenses cannot be made. 

Even when the government 
designates licensing areas 35 
days are required to go through 
the procedure of calling for li- 
cense applications. 

On top of this atoeal option 
plebiscite might-te forced by 
opponents of Hew liquor outlets, 
This would delay proceedings 
again 

And when an appilcant is suc- 
cessful in getting a license, he 
must then bring his premises up 
to the required standard which 
will be outlined in the act's reg- 
ulations 

Nobody in the government is 
estimating when the first cock- 
tail lounges will be opened, ‘but 
it could be May or June before 
they appear in any numbers.
